A NATO spokesman said 
afterwards that all the speakers 
backed up the stand taken Mon- 
day hy the United States, Britain 
ami France. Previously the 
small powers had wanted a 
summit talks at almost any 
price.

2. The West must be sure 
in advance what the Soviets 
have in mi.d before agreeing to 
the meeting.

Kishi Urges 
Postelection 
Trade Steps 
With Peiping 


AOMORI (Kvyodo)—Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi said 
yesterday postelection steps 
should be taken by the Liberal- 
Democratic Party and private 
circles to straighten out trade 
relations between Japan and 
Communist China. 

Kishi, on an election cam- 
paign tour of the Tohoku dis- 
trict, met teporters at a hotel 
in Asamushi, hot spring resort 
in Aomorj Prefecture, 

While calling for efforts to 
normalize Japanese-Red Chinese 
trade, Kishi was emphatic to 
say that the Government had 
no intention of sending its own 
representatives to Peiping to re- 
move the troubles arising over 
the issue of raising the Reds’ 
national flag over their project- 
ed trade mission in Tokyo. 


Kishi said he felt the Reds’ 
insistence that they could not 
engage in trade with Japan 


without their flag waving over 
their mission was “political in 
purpose.” 

He said he hoped the Peip- 
ing Government would consider 
the matter “coolly.” 

He said, “Communist China 
should quit trying to use the 
fourth private trade agreement 
issue as a de facto political 
springboard for making Japan 
recognize her,” 

Kishi then referred to an in- 
cident in Nagasaki last Friday 
in which a Red Chinese flag dis- 
plaved at a local department 
store was ripped down by a 
spectator. He voiced the hope 
that Red China would think 
over the flag issue calmly so 
that there would be no more in- 
cidents of this kind. “After all,” 
he said, “there is really no 
direct ‘connection between trade 
and flags.” 


Kishi, confident of his Lib- 
eral-Democratic Party's victory 
in the general elections, said he 
intended to concentrate on the 
selection of “younger capable 
men” from his party as mem- 
bers of his new Cabinet. 

Kishi's counterpart, Chair- 
man Mosaburo Suzuki of the | 
Socialist Party, completed his 
campaign tour and returned to 
Tokyo vVesterday afternoon. He 
was scheduled to give more 
speeches in Aomori Friday and 
jin Sapporo Saturday. 


953 Register 

The seven-day period of regis- 
tration for candidacy for the 
May 22 general election will 
come to a close today. 

Ahhough one more dav 
mains before the deadline, the 
candidacy registration has vir- 
tually come to an end, with a 
total of 953 persons registering 
to run for election. 

The number of candidates reg- 
istered up to yesterday, though 
expected to rise slightly today, 
is far less than the 1,058 for the 
last general election, held in 
February, 1955. 

The competition rate of 953 
candidates against the 467 
Lower House seats open is 2.04 
candidates per seat, as compar- 
ed with 2.27 in the last general 
election. 


Japan, Korea Settle 
Committee Dispute 


Japan yesterday conceded to 
the Republic of Korea’s demand 
that only four committees be 
set up to discuss the five issues 
listed on the agenda of the 
normalization conference, 


The conference, which began 
jast April 15, aims at the 
establishment of formal diplo- 
matic relations between the two 
countries. 


The agreement was reached 
lat the sixth plenary session, 
iheld at the Foreign Office in 
| Tokvo. Japan had to give in 
ion the number of committees 
but it was agreed, however, to 
divide the claims committee 
into two subcommittees, 


The four committees are: 


(1) Committee on Basic Rela- 
tions; (2) Committee on Korean 
Claims, to be subdivided into 
Subcommittee on Claims and 
Subcommittee on Vessels; (3) 
Committee on Fisheries and 
“Peace Line”; (4) Cémmittee on 
Legal Status of Korean Resi- 
dents in Japan. 


The Japanese negotiators also 
failed to get the word “Korean” 
deleted from the Committee on 
Korean Claims, 


The Japanese side had also 
insisted that “Rhee Line” should 
replace the “Peace Line,” but 
the Koreans rejected this de- 
mari. 


In the seventh meeting sche- 
duled for tomorrow afternoon, 
discussions willl be focused on 
how to operate the four com- 
mittees, 


The Japanese negotiators are

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said formal notice had been 
given to all interested countries 
declaring the area no longer 
dangerous to shipping. 

Shipping was warned off the 
area April 25, Three days later 
a nuclear device was tested. It 
Was the fifth nuclear weapon 
Britain has fired in the Pacific 


Britain informed Japan 
through the Japanese Em- 
bassy im Londen Monday 
that the danger zone set up 
April 26 in the Christmas I+ 
lands nuclear weapons testing 
area in the Pacific was lifted 
as of May 3, according to a 
Foreign Office announcement 
yesterday.

The area declared dengerous 
to shipping in the last 10 days 
Was only 38,000 square miles. 
When Britain fired a big hydre- 
gen bomb last surmer, ship-

A spokesman for the Ministry 
of Supply, which is in charge 
of the nuclear test program, 
said only that the April 25 ex- 
plosion was the lone one set off 
and the series was now ended. 


Fish Not Contaminated 

LONDON (Kyode-Reuter)—A 
British Government spokesman 
said Monday there Was no risk 
of contamination of the Jape- 
nese salmon fisheries as a re- 
sult of nuclear tests in the Pati- 
fic Ocean. 

A Labor member from 4 
Scottish fishing area, Hector 
Hughes, had raised the matter 
in the House of Commons. 

He said Britain had just con- 
cluded an agreement with 
Japan for the innport of large 
quantities of salmon. These 
salmon were caught in Pacific 
Ocean waters where nucleer 
tests were heing made. 


Vibrations Recorded 
KYOTO ({(Kyodo)—The Meéte- 


orological Research Institute 
of K yoto University an- 
nounced yesterday that @h 


normal barometric vibrations re- 
corded in various parts of Japan 
April 29 were caused by a Brit- 
ish nuclear explosion in the 
Pacific, 

The announcement was made 
following study of data collected 
at the university and meteorolo- 
gical stations in Okayama and 
Yonago. 

The vibrations, according to 
the announcement, lasted for 70 
minutes from 11:02 a.m, in Kyo- 
to, 11:10 a.m, in Okayama and 
11:16 am, April 29 in Yonago. 

The abnormal barometric 
vibrations came from a spot 
about 5,000 miles east-southeast 
of Japan at a speed of 1,000 feet 
a second. The announcement 
said the explosion was of the 
megaton class. 

Similar vibrations were re- 
ported to have been recorded 
the same day also at local sta- 


tions of the Meteorological 
Agency in Akita and Kushiro. 


London Times 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP)—Japan 
has achieved an “extraordinary 
recovery and transformation of 
the economy” which has been 
more miraculous than that of 
Germany, the London Times 
said in a special article Tuesday. 

“It is commonplace to speak 
of the German miracle but there 
is also a Japanese one, even 
more miraculous perhaps be- 
cause it sprang from much less 
and rests on a slenderer basis,” 
the Times said. 


The article reviewed Japan’s 
progress from the surrender in 
August 1945 when “the Japa- 
nese were numbed by defeat and 
exhausted by privations.” 

It said the American occupa- 
tion enabled Japan to stand on 
her own feet with rising pro-

They said their present -trug- 
gies, directed mainly against the 
four major firms, are showing 
good results and the only way 
to victory was to continue their 
struggies along this line.

Less Spent in Golden Week 


By Year’s Record Crowd 


The vear's record crowds 
swarmed the tourists and 
amusement centers in Golden 
Week that began April 27. But 
innkeepers and souvenir shop 
proprietor. flipped their ab- 
acuses and pronounced glumily 
that the holidaymakers didn't 
spend as much as formerly. 


Here is a statistical roundup 
from widely separated parts of 
the country: 


Hakone—An estimated 360,000 
persons, or 20 per cent more 
than last year’s Golden Week, 
visited the area and spent ¥250 
million. Overnight visitors num- 
bered around 100,000. 


Fuji—The mountains and five 
lakes at the foot of Mt. Fuji 
drew 19,000 persons or 90 per 
cent more than last year. 


Enoshima, Kamakura—Some 
¥100 million was scattered by 
one million visitors, or 30 per 
cent more than last year. 


Atami—a postwar record of 
650,000 persons crowded this 
famous resort city. The 
teahouses and souvenir shops 
complained, however, sales were 
discouragingly low. 

Okutama—About 54,000 per- 
sons, or 138 per cent more than 
last year, visited the mountains 
and gorges of this district. 


Chiba Peninsula—Some 600,- 
000 persons went shell-gather- 


ing along the white shores of 


Chiba’s western coast 
Tokyo Bay. 

Nikko—Some 102,000 persons 
spent around ¥153 million in 
the Nikko, Kinugawa, Kawaji 
area. There were too many for 
the inns and many had to spend 
the night in parked cars. Some 
inns that usually charge YO a 
night took quick advantage of 
the situation and asked for ¥?2,- 
000 per person. 

West Japan—The Japanese 
National Railways in the Kobe, 
Kyoto, Osaka area mobilized 148 
special trains and earned well 
over ¥216 million. Private rail- 
ways hauled 13 million  per- 
sons and made more than ¥100 
million. Some 3,500,000 tourists 
visited Kyoto and 500,000 flock- 
ed to Nara, both ancient former 
capitals of Japan. The tea- 
house keepers in Nara moaned 
that the tourists were getting 
stingy and bringing their own 
lunch boxes and thermos flasks. 


Matsushima—Total number of 
visitors was estimated at 260, 
000. The hotels and inns along 
the waterfront were packed to 
capacity, and many visitors had 
to be put up in the nearby 
fishing port of Shiogama. 

Hirosaki — Hirosaki Castle, 
where cherry blossoms were in 
full bloom, drew a crowd of 
800,000 who spent a total of 
¥300 million, Some taxi com- 
panies distributed 10,000 
bonuses to their cabbies. 


Kyusha—Group tourists from 
Kanto and Kansai raised the 
total number of visitors to 
Unzen to 80,000. Aso counted 
80,000 visitors and Beppu 60,000.

\Kamata Case 
Ruling Sets 
‘Precedent 


The Tokyo District Court yes 
terday ruled the Tokyo ordl- 
nance ageinst gatherings and 
parades violates the Constitu- 
tion. 


The ruling was made when 
the Court sentenced 11 defend- 
ants in the Kamata case of 1952. 
The sentences ranged from one 
year imprisonment to 4 months 
suspended sentence. Three 
were found not gulity. 


The District Court's ruling set 
a new precedent in connection 
with the punishment of partict- 
pants in union demonstrations. 


The Court ruled the Tokyo 
ordinance violated Constitu- 
tion's Article 21, which guar 
antees freedom of expression. 


Former office worker Mitsuo 
Nojima, 33, charged with leading 
the riot on “World Anticolonial- 
ization Day” Feb. 21, 1952, wae 
sentenced to a year's imprison- 
ment et forced labor. 


Ten of the accused received 
suspended sentences of 4 to 10 
months’ imprisonment while the 
remaining three were found not 
guilty. 

The 14 were among the two 
groups of 300 and 120 Commu- 
nist-inspired unionists, who as- 
sauited seven policemen and de 
stroyed furniture in a clash with 
police during @ rally at Kita- 
Kojiya, Ota Ward.

Study of Unborn Child 
New Medical Specialty 


CHICAGO  ({(INS)—Extensive 
study of the unborn child was 
suggested as a new medical 
Specialty todey by a Cincinnati 
pediatrician. 

Dr. Joseph Warkeny, professor 
of research pediatrics at the 
University of Cincinnati School 
of Medicine, said study of the 
unborn “is a large field ready for 
cultivation and it will require 
a knowledge of gynecology, ob- 
stetrics, embryology and gene- 
ties to develop this field.”

Trade Act 
Said Foreign 
Aid Disguise 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
The president of the American 
Cotton Manufacturers Institute 
said Monday the Reciprocal 
Trade Act is being “used as a 
disguise for foreign aid and 
at the expense of our domestic 
industries and workers.” 

Halbert M. Jones Jr., the in- 
stitute’s president and head of 
Waverly Mills, Inc., Laurinburg, 
N.C,, called for broad revision 
of the law to protect U.S. 
industry from foreign competi- 
tion. 


He addressed. more than 50 
executives of textile firms as- 
sembled at a special conference 
to discuss the trade program's 
effects on their industry. 

President Elsenhower has 
asked Congress to extend the 
act for five years and to give 
him broader tariff-cutting 
powers. His request is expected 
to set off one of the biggest 
batties of the current congres- 
sional session. 

The law, originally enacted 
during the administration of the 
late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, is designed to keep 
US. tariffs. on  foreign-made 
goods down in return for simi- 


lar concessions in other nations i 


on American-made goods. 

Jones said that as at present 
administered the act has “de- 
parted from its original concept 
as advocated by the late Cordell 
Hull.” Hull was Secretary of 
State under Roosevelt. 

The original program, he said, 
“was conceived as a stimulant 
for world commerce so that 
millions of idie Americans (dur- 
ing the depression of the 1930s) 
could go to work and produce 
goods needed elsewhere and we 
could import the goods and raw 
materials we didn't have here. 

“This purpose is no longer 
served. Instead, the act is used 
as a disguise for foreign aid and 
at the expense of our domestic 
industries and workers.” 

Today, Jones sald, “we find 
American producers forced to 
compete with imports of goods 
produced under conditions 
which would be legal in this 
country. 

“Our laws regarding wages 
working conditions, the conduct 
of business and taxes make 
American production costs far 
different from those of off-shore 
producers. It is only reasonable 
to expect the trade act to take 
into consideration these factors.”

When we read about the re 
currence of the dispute between 
Tito and the Kremlin, and about 
the tension between Gorulka 
and the Kremlin, we are least 
likely to go wrong, I believe, if 
we think of a pendulum which 
swinge in one direction and 
then In the other, but only for 
@ certain distance each way. 
That is to say, Yugoslavia and 
Poland will not and cannot be 
brought under the cormplete 
domination of Moscow, on the 
other hand, they are not likely 
to break away completely from 
Moscow. 

For us, in shaping our policy, 
the critical fact in this relation 
ship ie that under present con- 
ditions Poland and Yugosilevia 
would not, even if they could, 
break away completely from the 
Soviet Union. For they are 
“the captives” not dniy of the 
Red Army but of the fear of a 
reunited Germany armed with 
nuclear weapons and backed by 
the United States. 


Their real attitude, barring 
an explosion of the Hungarian 
type, is to think of the West as 
# protector against Russia and 
of Rusela a8 the protector 
egainst Germany. They want 
as much national independence 
from the Kremlin as they can 
achieve within a guarantee by 
Russia that Germany will not 
be able to dominate Pastern 
Eurepe. 


Our prepaganda ami our pol 
jev can be effective oniv as they 
take account of the basic fact 
that Poland and Yugoslavia at 
jeast—the other satellites per 
haps less so—must unavoidably 
react between the Russians on 
the one side, the Germans and 
the Americans on the other. 
For us to preach liberation and 
to ignore this underlying reality 
is either insincere and dema- 
zogic, or it is ignorantiy to play 
with fire. As things are now, the 
last thing that any sane man 
wants to see is an open rebel. 
lion in Eastern Europe. For 
the rebellion would be crushed 
hy the Soviets because the rebel- 
lion could not be supported by 
NATO without precipitating 
World War Il, 

What then can we do? We 
can do nothing. which te what 
we are doing now, letting events 
take their course, and iosing 
graduatty what influence we 
possess. Or we can put our 
minds on the problems of form. 
ing a policy designed to achieve 
mutual guarantees. replacing 
the competitive guarantees, be- 
tween NATO and the Warsaw 
Alliance. These problems are 
very dificult. But if we cannot 
solve them just now, the least 
we can do is not to make them 
more insoluble. They will be 
come more insoluble if we re 
leet out of hand. Wf we refuse 
to discuss, the Polish proposal, 
known as the Rapacki Pian for 
nuclear disarrnament in the two 
Germanies, Poland and Cvecho- 
slovakia.

Partitioning Never Works

CAIRO (INS)—The Turkish 
Government, backed by an en- 
famed Turkish Cypriot minor- 
ity, insists that partition is the 
only acceptable solution to the 
Cyprus muddie, now in its third 
year of “sputtering violence and 
mounting bitterness.” 


There have been impassion- 
ead pleas ami grand plans for 
the separation or “partition” of 
the Moslem majority and the 
non-Mosiem European minority 
in Algeria, now in its fourth 
year of bloody strife. 


But across the Middle East 
today, new influential voices are 
being raised against attempting 
to solve any more real estate, 
nationality or religious disputes 
by creating new mammade 
borders, boundaries or frontiers. 


At the Accra conference of 
independent African states, Dr. 
Mahmoud Fawzi, Foreign Min- 
ster of the new United Arab 
Republic, solemniy warned that 
any partitioning of Algeria 
would only repeat what he 
termed “the Palestine tragedy.” 


Some other Middle Eastern 
diplomats range even farther 
across the globe to support 
arguments that partitioning, at 
best, can only offer a dangerous 
temporary antidote—never a 
permanent cure. 


Bitter charges have been 
leveled in this troubled area 
that the world’s diplomats, since 
the end of World War I, have 
planted the seeds of World War 
lil by resorting repeatedly to 
the “easy compromise formula” 
—partition. 

The record of “little wars”— 
both hot and coid—since the 
end of World War Il stands as 
& grim indictment against ac- 
vocates of the partition theory, 

Korea, partitioned at the end 
of the last war, erupted into a 
bloody and costly armed out- 
break that threatened to sweep 
Fast and West into World War 
fit. 

The 1947 United Nations parti- 
tion plan for Palestine has— 
either directly or indirectly— 
led to two major armed conflicts 
in the Middle East, and count- 
less bloody frontier clashes, 

The Indochina fighting lied 
eventually to the partitioning of 


Vietnam. The northern and 
southern sectors are still 
smouldering under an uneasy 
truce. 


Britain's partitioning of India 
into Moslem Pakistan and 
Hindu India left the delicate 
Kashmir problem dangling in 
another partition muddle that 
still threatens war between tae 
Indians and Pakistanis. 


There has been no tangible 
progress toward a reunification 
of East and West Germany, 
partitioned by the victorious 


allies at the end of World War 
I. 


Further back in history, the 
partitioning of Ireland has 
never produced an acceptable 
solution. There are still sporadic 
outbreaks between the British- 
controlled counties of North Irc- 
lend and Eire, the Irish Free 
State. 

In only two wartime parti- 
tioned areas have solutions to 
reai estate problems been reach- 
ed. The Trieste dispute between 
Italy and Yugoslavia eventually 
was settled by a mutually-ac- 
ceptable division of territory. 
Austria, partitioned at the end 
of the last war, was restored as 
a geographical entity in one of 
the rare agreements between 
East and West. 


Among all of the partitioned 
areas, the Middle East seems to 
hold the most dangerous day- 
today tinderbox in Palestine. 

The Arab world is now split 
inte three factions: 


~The United Arab states 
linking Egypt, Syria and Yermen, 

-—-The Hashemite federation 
linking Jordan and Iraq. 


~The neutralist holdouts led 
bv Saudi Arabia and the Leba- 
non, and including such oil-rich 
Persian Gulf territories as Ku- 
wait and Bahrein. 

But on the burning issue of 
Israel, there is no lack of Arab 
solidarity. 

During the height of their in- 
tramural bickering over Arab 
power blocs, all eight Arab 
states voted unanimously to 
fight together should the recent 
Israeli-Syrian frontier outbreaks 
develop into a full-scale shoot- 
ing wer. 


Science Report 


Measuring Space by Radar 


By FRANK CAREY 


WASHINGTON (AP) —US. 
scientists expect soon to be able 
to measure space distances by 
bouncing radar signals off the 
nearer planets and the sun. 


Benjamin S. Yaplee, a staff 
member at the U.S. Naval Re- 
search Laboratory, in a report 
prepared for a scientific meet- 
ing, said radar echoes already 
have been used to study the 
moon, meteors, the aurora and 
the ilonosphere—the layer of 
electrified gas which reflects 
radio waves from the earth. He 
added: 


“With the advent of high 
power radars, large antennas 
.» + and... (special) ampli- 
fiers, it is now becoming fea- 
sible to radar the planets, Venus 
and Mare, and the sun, 

“The radar metho will per- 
mit precise distance measufre- 
ments to the moon, the planets 
and the sun; and thus, a more 
accurate value for the astrono- 
mical unit of distance can be 
determined.” 

Among other things, Yaplee 
added, radar studies of the sun’s 
corona—the huge crown-shaped 
configuration of gas jutting 
from the main body of the sun 
—should . yield information 
about electrified gases in the 
solar atmosphere, 

In another report prepared 
for the meeting, other U.S. 
Naval Research Laboratory aci- 
entists said a prospective Van- 
guard satellite has been equip- 

with a magnetometer—an 
instrument designed to measure 
the earth's magnetic fleld at 
high altitudes. 

The earth's magnetic field is 
known to be subject to fluctua- 
tions. Some of these are beliey- 
ed to be due to bursts of radia- 
tion of some sort from the sun, 

These Auctuations are usval- 


ly accompanied by magnetic 
storms which interfere with 
radio transmission and recep- 
tion. 

A prime objective of the mag- 
netometer experiment will be 
to determine whether a “ring 
current” of electricity exists in 
the ionosphere during such 
storms. 

Scientists have previously 
theorized that effects observed 
on earth during magnetic 
storms may be due to great elec- 
tric currents, of perhaps several 
hundred thousand ampheres, 
flowing around the earth high 
in the atmosphere.
